LABORI IS ANXIOUS 


TO CRUSH MERCIER. 


T he L a tte r Says T h a t D reyfus Is S ure of 
C o ndem nation, W h ic h W ill P lease 
M ost F re n c h m e n . 


K e n n e s, France. Aug. 21.—General 
Mercier, who was minister of war when 
Captain Dreyfus was condemned and 
who in the present trial is the virtual 
prosecutor, was called upon by a corre 
spondent, who invited him to make a 
statement of the position of the anti- 
Dreyfusards. 
Although unable to receive the corre 
epoudent in person, General Mercier 
sent his oldest son to convey the follow­ 
ing expression of bis views: 
‘‘General Mercier considers it useless 
to attempt to convert foreign opinion 
regarding the Dreyfus question, 
in 
which, moreover, foreigners have no 
right to intervene. 
Foreign peoples 
have been misled by their press, which 
is violently Dreyfusard, for the very 
good reason that a majority of the for­ 
eign newspapers have been bribed by 
the Jewish syndicate. General Mercier 
considers anything he might say ex­ 
plaining his position, which is that of a 
majority of tile French people, would be 
useless. The best reply to Dreyfusard 
statements abroad will be the condemn­ 
ation of Dreyfus. 
“Ib is condemnation is only a matter 
of ten days or a fortnight, tor con­ 
demned Dreyfus 
certainly will 
be. 
Foreigners will then see that their 
journals have deceived them, for they 
will recognize that the mass of the 
French nation, who will receive the 
uews of the conviction of Dreyfus as 
joyful tidings, is not composed of fools, 
and that if the majority of the J Tench 
applaud the condemnation, it will be 
because it is just aud merited.”

which, moreover, foreigners have no 
right to intervene. 
Foreign peoples 
Lave been misled by their press, which 
is violently Dreyfusard, for the very 
good reason that a majority of the for­ 
eign newspapers have been bribed by 
the Jewish syndicate. General Mereier 
considers anything he migUt say ex­ 
plaining his position, which is that of a 
majority of tile French people, would be 
useless. 
The best reply to Dreyfusard 
statements abroad will be the condemn­ 
ation of Dreyfus. 
“ This condemnation is only a matter 
of ten days or a fortnight, for con­ 
demned Dreyfus 
certainly will 
be. 
T oreignors will then see that their 
journals have deceived them, for they 
will recognize that the mass of the 
French nation, who will receive the 
news of the conviction of Dreyfus as 
joyful tidings, is not composed of fools, 
and that if the majority of the French 
applaud the condemnation, it will be 
because it is just aud merited.”

“ I guess we will w ake up old Lou­ 
don,” said Albert L. Johnson, the te r­ 
mer head of the Nassau railroad in 
Brooklyn, iii talking of his pin us to in­ 
troduce the American system of trolley 
cars in the English metropolis. 
For 
some time th** Johnsons have been 
seeking for a foothold in London aud 
believe th a t their plans are about to 
be realized, at least partially, says the 
New York Tribune. 
Surveyors in the 
employ of the Johnsons are now en­ 
gaged in m aking m aps of the topogra­ 
phy of a route from London to Brigh­ 
ton. These, with plans of the construc­ 
tion intended, will be lithographed and 
presented to the city authorities about 
Oct. I, at which time an application 
will be m ade for the franchise. 
Mr. 
Johnson expects to construct aud equip 
a first class electric line to the English 
w atering place aud conduct it in such 
a way th at it will a t once become pop­ 
ular. 
The service will be rapid and 
the fare reduced to a fraction of w hat 
it now costs to go from London to 
Brighton. 
Mr. .Johnson is enthusiastic over the 
future of electric roads in Loudon. 
In 
speaking of it he said: “ In London all 
the street railroads are owned by the 
city. They are, however, leased to cor­ 
p o ra tio n s . which run them as fa r be­ 
hind the times as London is old. 
I here 
is a population of nearly 0,000,ODA, yet 
there is no trolley and only oik* cable 
road. 
If you w ant to get across the 
city, you m ust change from one bus to 
the other until the fare becomes enor­ 
mous in com parison with w h a t we pay 
in Brooklyn. 
“Those w ho have studied the city 
say that its m arvelous population can 
be ascribed to one thing, aud that is 
the ease w ith which one may go to any 
other city on the face of the globe. 
W ithin 20 m inutes’ 
walk 
from 
St. 
P aul’s are the lines one m ay use to go 
anyw here. 
Yet, 
with 
facilities 
tor 
reaching other places, London is the 
most inconvenient city in the world to 
get around in. 
It is just this latter 
trouble which we intend to remedy. 
No o n e has ever asked for a similar 
franchise, and we expect to win be 
cause of its very novelty. 
“ We have been surveying the ground 
from London to Brighton, and expect I 
to have that work done before the end 
of August. 
A score or more of stir- J 
covers have been at work since my j 
visit in the spring. 
It is not possible 
to get a franchise there as easily as : 
in Brooklyn. 
You cannot go and say j 
th a t you w ant to run a road over such t 
and such streets, and get permission. 
They require you not only to survey all I 
the territory you intend to cover, but i 
also to furnish to the city lithographed ! 
m aps showing exactly w hat you are | 
going to do and how you are going to 
I 
do it. 
Our m aps for the Brighton 
route have been prepared and should 
be lithographed by October. 
“ W e have not m et with any opposi­ 
tion to speak of, because the people 
w ant w hat we are going to give them. 
T here were some property holders who 
were afraid to have us cross their 
grounds, but there w ere m any more 
who begged us to come their way. 
We 
will reach the city, however, by the 
most direct route. 
The distance be­ 
tween 
London and 
Brighton is 45 
miles. 
The entire distance will be 
traveled over a private right of way, 
going under or over all intersecting 
roadways. 
The rails will be of the HU 
pound variety, heavy as any used in 
steam roads, and the grades will not 
be over IU feet to the mile a t any 
point. This will enable the cars to 
m aintain an even speed, and we cal­ 
culate th a t the entire distance will be 
covered in an average speed of a mile 
a minute, including stops.

Were the Nicara­ 
guan canal constructed, a vessel sail­ 
ing from New York to Manila would 
have to cover 11,034 miles, making a 
difference of 552 miles in favor of this 
route over that of the Suez canal from 
New York.

perfect 
that it resembles a death mask. 
The 
ears, eyes and mouth are faultless in 
their outlines, but the nose was dam­ 
aged by the workman’s mattock. The 
arras and hands also were perfect, 
but were broken while lifting the cu­ 
rious Image from its resting place. 
There was no trace of more than a 
bust, there being no legs or body. Over 
the head, partly broken off, is a sort 
of helmet or peculiar covering. The 
bottom of the bust is flat and solid, 
and bears no marks which would in­ 
dicate its origin.

presents the tracks connecting the new 
American possessions with the ports of 
New York and San Francisco, says the 
Fhicago ’rim es Herald. 
Incidentally the chart shows that the 
eoust met ion of the Nicaraguan canal

bring the

Islands 
only about Aim miles nearer the port of 
New York than by tile present route. 
Steam ing by way of the Suez canal ii 
troopship, according to the chart, will 
have to cover I Food miles, w hile pro­ 
ceeding from San

to steam ti,45)3 miles. 
Were the Nicara­ 
guan canal constructed, a vessel sail­ 
ing from New York to Manila would 
have to cover 11.(KU miles, making a 
difference of 552 miles in favor of this 
route over that of the Suez canal from 
New York.

NEW USE FOR RAT TAILS. 


T h e y C o n t a i n F i n e T e m l o i i N o f G r e a t 
V a l u e to S n r K c o n a . 
Professor E. Ii. Jonesof (Timberland, 
Md., has discovered a use for the tails 
of rats, or, more properly speaking, a 
use for the fine tendons with which 
the rat tail is equipped. These he em ­ 
ploys as sutures, as catgut 
is cm 
p'oyed for sewing tin* edges of wounds 
or deep incisions in tho flesh after 
s n rglof?I op* * rn t ’ cis. 
For many kinds of surgical work the 
ordinary catgut has been found to bo 
too coarse, especially for work which 
entails tho delicate operations in the 
region of the eye*, and at times of the 
eye Itself. Professor Jones has found by 
experiment that the rat tail tendon 
is particularly useful for eye work, 
says the New York Journal. 
Ile says 
the tendons furnish a fine and strong 
absorbable suture. 
He has found it 
a comparatively easy m atter to get an 
abundance of tendons, six or seven 
Inches long. from each grown rat. 
I hey are easily secured in this m an­ 
ner: (Tit around through the skin a 
few inches from the tip of the tail and 
strip oft the skin like a glove from 
the linger; with the thum b and fo re ­ 
finger nails pinch b tween the last 
joint and its neighbor and pull out a 
nice little skein of four or six tendons 
the length of the tall; if desired each 
of flies can be unraveled into two or 
more. 
With clean hands and a pre­ 
liminary washing of the tail tin* su­ 
tures will be aseptic to begin with, 
and can be kept dry or 
There seems to be in* difficulty about 
their absorption and they thread eas­ 
ily into the finest needles.

For many kinds of surgical work the 
ordinary catgut has been found to be 
too coarse, especially for work which 
entails the delicate operations in the 
region of the eye. and at times of the 
eye itself Professor Jones lias found by 
experiment that the rat tail tendon 
is particularly useful for eye work, 
says tilt* New York Journal. 
Hi* says 
tin* tendons furnish a fine and strong 
absorbable suture. 
IL* has found it 
a comparatively easy matter to get an 
abundance of tendons, six or seven 
inches long. from each grown rat. 
They are easily secured In this man­ 
ner: (Tit around through the skin a 
few inches from the tip of the tail and 
strip off the skin like a glove from 
the linger; with the thumb and fore­ 
finger nails pinch 
Ii p.vren the last 
joint and its neighbor and pull out a 
nice little skein of four or six tendons 
the length of the tail; if desired each 
of tiles can be unraveled into two or 
more. 
With clean hands and a pre­ 
liminary washing of the tail the su­ 
tures wflll be aseptic to begin with, 
and can be kept dry or put in alcohol.

General Mercier 
considers anything he might say ex­ 
plaining hi> position, winch is that of a 
majority of tile French people, would be 
n-eless.' The bed, reply to Dreyfusard 
statements abroad will be the condemn 
atma of Dreyfus.

gaged in making maps of tile topogra­ 
phy of a route from London to Brigh­ 
ton. 
T hese, with plans of the construc­ 
tion intended, will be lithographed and 
presented to the city authorities about 
Oct. I, at which time an application 
will be made for tile franchise. 
Mi*. 
Johnson expects to construct and equip 
a first class electric line to tile English 
watering place and conduct it in such 
a way that it will a t once become pop­ 
ular. 
'The service will be rapid and 
the fare reduced to a fraction of what 
it now costs to go from London to 
Brighton. 
Mr. Johnson is enthusiastic over the 
future of electric roads in London. 
In 
speaking of it lie said: “ In London all 
the street railroads are owned by the 
city. They are. however, leased to cor­ 
porations. which run them as far be­ 
hind the times as Loudon is old. There 
is a population of nearly 6,000,000. yet 
there is no trolley aud only one cable 
road. 
If you want to get across tile 
city, you must change from one tins to 
the other until the fare becomes enor­ 
mous in comparison with what we pay 
in Brooklyn. 
“Those w4io have studied the city 
say that its marvelous population can 
be* ascribed to one thing, aud that is 
the ease with which one may go to any 
other city on the face of the globe. 
Within 20 minutes’ walk from 
St. 
Paul's are the lines one may use to go 
anywhere. 
Yet, 
with 
facilities 
for 
reaching other places, London is the 
most inconvenient city in the world to 
get around in, 
It is just tills latter 
trouble which we intend to remedy. 
No one bas ever asked for a similar 
franchise, and we expect to win lie 
cause of its very novelty. 
“ We have been surveying the ground 
from London to Brighton, and ex p ect 
to have that work done before the end 
of August. 
A score or more of sur­ 
veyors have been at work since my 
visit in the spring. 
It is not possible 
to get a franchise there as easily as 
in Brooklyn. 
You cannot go aud say 
that you want to run a road over such 
and such streets, ami get permission. 
They require you not only to survey ail 
the territory you iuteud to cover, but 
also to furnish to the city lithographed 
maps showing exactly what you are 
going to do aud how you are going to 
do it. 
Our maps for the Brighton 
route have been prepared and should 
be lithographed by October. 
“ We have not met with any oppotl* 
tion to speak of, because the people 
want what we are going to give them. 
There were some property holders who 
were afraid to have us cross their 
grounds, but there were many more 
who begged us to come their way.

will reach the city, however, by the 
most direct route,

miles.

N i c u r a g tmn

Captain J. IL Craig, chief hydrog­ 
rapher of the navy, has just Issued 
from Washington a new chart of the 
world setting forth the ocean tracks 
for full po we re* J steam vessels with 
the distances in nautical miles. 
The 
chart is of especial interest because it 
presents the t r a c k s connecting the new 
American possessions with tho ports of 
New York and San Francisco, says the 


i Chicago Times Herald. 
Incidentally the chart shows that the 
construction of the Nicaraguan canal 
would 
b rin g tho Philippine 
I s la n d s 
only about 500 miles nearer tile port of 
New York than by the present route. 
Steaming by way of the Suez canal a 
troopship, according to the chart, will 
have to cover 11.550 miles, while pro­ 
ceeding from San Francisco to the 
same point the v essel would only have 
to steam 0,403 miles. Were the Nicara­ 
guan canal constructed, a vessel sail­ 
ing from New York to Manila would 
have to cover 11,034 miles, making a 
difference of 552 miles in favor of this 
route over that of tile Suez canal from 
New York. 
The distance separating Manila and 
the island of Uuatn is 1.500 miles, be­ 
tween Manila ami the Pelew islands. 
which Admiral Bradford urged upon 
the peace commission to acquire, but 
which Germany purchased. 1.02O miles, 
aud between the I Views and Guam 
710 miles. 
The longest stretch of the 
cable which the administration expects 
congress to authorize during the com­ 
ing session will he from Guam to Mid­ 
way, 2,304 miles. 
From Midway is­ 
land to Honolulu the distance is 1,100 
miles and from Honolulu to Sail Fran­ 
cisco 2,100 miles. 
The chart shows in the Atlantic 
ocean the tracks used by steamers 
connecting New 
York,

Philadelphia with Liverpool, South­ 
ampton aud Gibraltar, showing the 
northern routes, used between August 
and January, and the southern routes, 
followed between .January and August. 
The longest steamer route given on 
the map is that connecting New York 
and Esqulmault, by way of Cape Horn, 
10,200 miles.

DUG UP A STRANGE IMAGE. 


M ay 
Un vt- H e r n a M o n u m e n t O v e r 
G r a v e o f I n d i a n t h le i . 
While workmen were engaged In ex 
ca va ting for the approach of a bridge 
which is being built across the Alle­ 
gheny river at New Kensington. Fa.. 
a most remarkable curiosity was re­ 
cently unearthed on the opposite side 
of the river. 
Under about 15 feet of 
earth, what has the appearance of 
the bust of an Indian chieftain, made 
of burned red clay, and about three 
quarters life size, was dug up by a 
workman. 
So natural did it appear 
that he thought it was a petrified 
human body, says the New 
York 
Press. 
The 
Image 
is 
so 
perfect 
that it resembles a death mask. 
The 
ears, eyes and mouth are faultless in 
their outlines, but the nose was dam­ 
aged by the workman's mattock. The 
arms and hands also were perfect, 
but were broken while lifting the cu­ 
rious Image from its resting place. 
There was no trace of more than a 
bust, there being no legs or body. Over 
the head, partly broken off. Is a sort 
of helmet or peculiar covering. The 
bottom of the bust Is flat and solid, 
and bears no marks which would in­ 
dicate its origin. 
The 
material of 
which It Is made is hard aud flinty, 
being 
a 
mixture of red clay aud 
burned stone. 
What the image may 
have been used for is only conjecture. 
It is thought either to have been an 
Idol, or to have been erected as a mon­ 
ument over the burial place of some 
Indian chieftain. 
The formation of 
the earth and slate under which it lay 
shows that at one time there had been 
a landslide of earth aud stone from 
the hill above many years ago.

American Consul W rites of the 
Admiral’s Visit. 


DODGES AN ELDERLY LADY’S K IS S .

Colonel F. W. Mali in, formerly of 
Clinton, la., now United States consul 
at Reichenberg, Austria, who was one 
of tie' reception committee which met 
Admiral Dewey by invitation of Min­ 
ister Harris, writes an Interesting let­ 
ter relative to bis visit with tile ad­ 
miral, says the Chicago Tribune, and 
also speaks of the better feeling which 
prevails in Austria toward the United 
States, saying: 
“Au Iowa man. Consul Hossfeid of 
Triest, former secretary of Governor 
Larrabee, was the first person to grasp 
Admiral Dewey’s hand iii European 
waters. 
Tile American officials pres­ 
ent called in a body three hours later— 
Minister Harris, his secretary, Mr. 
Herdliska. Congressman Foss of Chi­ 
cago, United States Naval Attache 
Beehler of Vienna, Consul Hossfeid 
aud myself. 
“Until reaching Triest the admiral 
hail strictly adhered to his resolution 
to accept no invitations to banquets. 
But at Triest there was special occa­ 
sion to suspend the rule. The United 
States government was there repre­ 
sented by an official so high In rank as 
a minister plenipotentiary, who had 
traveled through heat and dust 304 
miles especially to greet the hero of 
Manila bay. Even had he been so dis­ 
posed, Admiral Dewey would hardly 
have declined Minister Harris’ invita­ 
tion to dinner, but no indisposition to 
accept the Invitation was in evidence. 
Evidently, too. the admiral enjoyed 
being surrounded by Americans to 
whom lie could talk freely, without 
fear that wolds intended for privacy 
would he given publicity. 
So the mi­ 
ni I rn I went ashore with the Olympia’s 
officers and dined at the hotel with 
Minister Harris and the other Ameri­ 
cans named above, and it* lie did not 
have tile thoroughly good time timt ail 
the rest did lie is as great an actor as 
fighter. The next evening the Ameri­ 
can officials were dined by th© admiral 
on tile Olympia. 
“As Admiral Dewey appeared to us - 
and better post of observation could 
not bo had—lie is quick, nervous aud 
impulsive. If difieient in courage and 
mental balance, lie would constantly 
blunder iii speech and action. Hut his 
mental poise is such as to lie an ad­ 
mirable complement to Ii is tempera­ 
ment. Like a flash he reaches the right 
conclusion, says (lie right tiling and 
docs tile right thing, lie is lively and 
Interesting in conversation, but says 
iii' cannot make a speech. 
He lins 
dreaded flit* home coming especially 
on that account. 
The fear that he 
would be expected to respond to toasts 
has set on bim like a nightmare. But 
he was assured that his fellow coun­ 
trymen would be fully satisfied merely 
to gaze on their idol, manifestly to his 
relief aud gratification. 
“Twice before, years ago. Admiral 
Dewey has been at Triest, and he had 
a liking for the place. lie said, besides, 
he was pleased with the strict neutral­ 
ity observed by the Austrian tlag in 
the east. 
Certainly there is now a 
kindly feeling toward the admiral in 
this empire, it is reflected iii tin* jgjess 
and heard everywhere in conversation. 
A Heieheubfhg imper, hitherto rather 
unfriendly toward the United States, 
irritating me so that I was often on 
the point of ‘stopping It,’ now goes to 
the length of making an invidious com­ 
parison between Austrian aud Ameri­ 
can naval officers.

I Professor Jones has found by 
experim ent th at Hie rat tail tendon 
Is particularly useful for eye work, 
says tile New York Journal. He says 
the tendons furnish a tim* and strong 
absorbable suture. 
H e has found it 
a com paratively easy m atter to got an 
abundance of tendons, six or seven 
inches long, from each grown rat. 
They are easily secured In this man 
ner: ( ut around through the skin a 
low indies from th** tip of the ta ii and 
strip off the skin like a glove from 
the finger; with flit* thum b and fore 
finger nails pinch h tween the last 
joint and Its neighbor and puff out a 
nice little skein of four or six tendons 
the length of th** tall; if denned each 
of tiles can Im* unraveled into tw o or 
more. 
W ith d e a n hands and a pre­ 
lim inary w ashing of the tail the su­ 
tu r e s will be aseptic to begin with, 
and can I m* kept dry or put in alcohol.
